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Swine flu case 
at village school 


THE first case of 
swine flu in a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire school 
has been confirm¬ 
ed. 

A parent contacted 
the Weekly News say¬ 
ing the Burwell Village 
College (Primary) had 
sent a letter to parents 
about a child in Year 4 
testing positive for the 
H1N1 virus. 

A spokesman for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire County Council 
confirmed the case, but 
said there were no plans to 
close the school. 

But the parent said the 
letter from headteacher 
Nicholas Smith warned the 
school, in The Causeway, 
Burwell, could be closed for 
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between one and two 
weeks if the virus spreads 
to other pupils. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Health Protection Agency 
said: “The HPA has con¬ 
firmed a case of swine flu 
H1N1 in a pupil at Burwell 
Village College (Primary) 
school. 

“The child is receiving 
the appropriate medical 
care and recovering at 
home. Close contacts of the 
pupil will be offered anti¬ 
viral drugs as a precaution. 

“Following a risk ass¬ 
essment carried out by the 
HPA in liaison with NHS 
Cambridgeshire and the 
local authority, the school 
has been advised that at 
present no further actions

are necessary and the 
school will remain open as 
usual. 

She added: “The HPA is 
working closely with the 
school and NHS colleagues 
to monitor the situation.” 

Any staff and students 
who develop flu-like 
symptoms are advised to 
contact their GP or NHS 
Direct on 0845 4647. 

Earlier this week, it was 
confirmed a second Cam¬ 
bridge University student 
had caught swine flu. 

The latest victim was a 
“close contact” of another 
student at Gonville and 
Caius College who was 
confirmed as having the 
virus last Friday. 

The HPA said the pair 
were being quarantined in 
Cambridge and were under 
constant medical super¬ 
vision. 

The latest case at Burwell 
takes the total number of 
confirmed cases in the 
county to 11 since the 
outbreak of the disease 
began in Mexico in April. 

Nicholas Smith, head of 
the primary School, said 
most of the school’s more 
than 400 pupils had arrived 
for lessons yesterday and 
school life was continuing 
as normal.

Former landlord 
‘Blind Bob’ dies

A PUB landlord who 
continued to pull pints 
for more than 20 years 
after losing his sight has 
died from cancer, aged 
85. 

Bob Scrutton, known as 
Blind Bob, ran the Royal Oak 
in Commercial End, Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck, with his wife 
Vera for 26 years. 

Mr Scrutton lost his sight 
after contracting a rare blood 
disorder two years after 
taking over the pub. 

He previously worked as a 
printer for a Cambridge com¬ 
pany. 

Mrs Scrutton, 80, said: “It 
was me that wanted to run a 
pub although we had both 
done some bar work. 

“We were just going to use 
the Royal Oak as a stepping 
stone. It had no customers 
and we were silly enough to 
take it on. 


“After he went blind we 
decided to stay on because 
we had worked so hard and 
sunk all we had into the pub. 

“It seems strange to say 


now that his blindness did us 
some good and people would 
come to visit the pub because 
he was blind. He could serve 
a pint as good as any other 


landlord. He knew people by 
their footsteps and would 
have a pint on the bar for 
them by the time they got 
there.” 

Mr Scrutton and the pub 
were often featured in the 
Newmarket Weekly News by 
the late columnist Michael 
Jeacock. 

Mr and Mrs Scrutton left 
the pub 20 years ago to live in 
Swaffham Prior. The pub has 
been converted to houses. 

The couple, who were 
married 54 years, had a son 
Paul, 43, a carpenter and 
joiner, and two grand¬ 
children. 

Mr Scrutton died in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital after 
a short illness. 

His funeral is being held on 
Thursday, June 25, at St 
Mary’s Church, Swaffham 
Prior, at 11.30am. 

His family has asked for 
donations to the Royal 
National Institute for the 
Blind through funeral 
directors Southgate of 
Newmarket. 


Bail for man who punched victim on the nose 


A MAN has admitted an incident 
of affray on New Year’s Day. 

William Clinton, 40, admitted 
using or threatening violence 
against Paul Wyatt, when he 
appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court. 

But he denied causing actual 


bodily harm on the same 
occasion, and this matter will be 
left to lie on file. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
witnesses on January 1 had seen 
Clinton punching his victim. 

The victim then fell to the 
ground and was left with a 


broken nose, the court was told. 

Clinton, of Railway Close, 
Burwell, was released on bail 
until he is sentenced in the week 
beginning July 6. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth told 
Clinton he must not go to The 
Fox pub in Burwell, that he must 


not contact several named 
people, and that he must live at 
his home address. 

The judge added: “In granting 
you bail I am giving you no 
indication of the sentence at the 
end of the day.” 


Special squad 
to tackle knife 
crime in county 


TWO knife crimes 
are committed every 
day on average in 
Cambridgeshire, 
figures have rev¬ 
ealed. 

More than 700 
knife crimes have 
been reported in 
the county since 
the Home Office 
began collecting 
figures on the 
crimes. 

The figures can 
be revealed by the 
Weekly News after 
three youths con¬ 
victed of stabbing 
16-year-old Ben 
Kinsella were given 
life sentences at 
the Old Bailey. 

The murder 
marked the launch 
of a campaign to 
rid Britain’s streets 
of knives. 

In the last year, 
crimes recorded by 
the Cambridge¬ 
shire force in which 
a blade was used 
included kid¬ 
napping, cruelty to 
children, attemp¬ 
ted murder, rape, 
robbery and woun¬ 
ding. 

Cambridgeshire 
police began identi¬ 
fying crimes inv¬ 
olving bladed inst¬ 
ruments on April 1, 
2008 and in 2008/09 
officers recorded 
708 incidents. 

Several of those 
arrested with 
knives were teen¬ 
agers and two were 
just 12-years-old. 


Officers record 
85 arrests for poss¬ 
ession of a blade in 
the same period. 

Last year was the 
first time the British 
Crime Survey 
included statistics 
on knife crime, so 
there is no way of 
knowing if the 
number of such 
crimes rose or fell 
compared with 
previous years. 

Home Office 
figures for 2007/08 
revealed that just 
nine police forces 
reported fewer 
knife crimes than 
Cambridgeshire, 
which listed 100 
such offences. 

Police are work¬ 
ing to tackle the 
issue and recently 
set up a specialist 
robbery squad. 

They caught a 
gang of young 
robbers who have 
been locked up for 
a total of 15Vfe years 
for a string of 
attacks. 

The group caried 
out vicious street 
robberies, Camb¬ 
ridge Crown Court 
heard. 

Det Con Ben 
Martin, who invest¬ 
igated the attacks, 
said: “These sent¬ 
ences send a strong 
message that violent 
attacks will not be 
tolerated.” 



Stud gift will 
boost sports 

WORK has begun on a new sports pavilion 
which is being built as part of a £660,000 
scheme. 

The project, on Newmarket’s Severals green, 
is being financed by Darley Stud Management, 
the racehorse breeding company headed by 
Sheikh Mohammed, ruler of Dubai. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, Newmarket’s mayor, 
launched the scheme with a “turning the first 
sod” ceremony on Monday. 

She said: “We are delighted to see the 
project starting. We’re very grateful for the 
generosity of Sheikh Mohammed and Darley 
Stud Management. 

“It will be a very important addition to the 
town and I’m sure everyone will benefit.” 

The pavilion should be completed in time for 
the 2010 season when cricket matches are set 
to return to The Severals after a break of more 
than 40 years. 

Work is already under way to lay out the 
wicket and playing area. 

Cllr Bailey said the project was aimed to 
benefit all sports and people of all ages. 

But she said the town council would not have 
been able to finance the scheme without the 
money from Darley. The Severals will still be 
available for use for car boot sales while the 
work is being carried out.

No charges 
for seven 
arrested at 
the Guineas 

SEVEN men arrested after 
a brawl at Newmarket 
racecourse have been told 
that they will not be pros¬ 
ecuted. 

The incident happened 
at the Guineas race meet¬ 
ing at the beginning of 
May. 

A member of the race¬ 
course’s security staff 
suffered a broke wrist and 
a policewoman suffered a 
knee injury as she made 
inquiries after the inci¬ 
dent. 

The arrests were made 
on the same day that 
Suffolk’s Chief Constable 
Simon Ash was at the races 
to launch a scheme giving 
more powers to security 
staff and parking attend¬ 
ants at the racecourse. 

The men, five from 
Coventry, a 30-year-old 
Londoner and a 28-year- 
old from Dagenham, were 
arrested on suspicion of 
affray following a distur¬ 
bance in a beer tent at the 
Rowley Mile racecourse. 

Now Suffolk police have 
confirmed that no further 
action is being taken 
against any of them. 


CCTV spotted drug dealer drop wraps 


A DRUG dealer has been 
jailed for four and half years 
after being spotted trading 
by CCTV staff. 

Gary Hughes, 28, was 
caught with wraps of cocaine 
when police, alerted by CCTV 
operators, arrested him in 
Newmarket High Street, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Hughes, who had been 
released from jail four 
months earlier after serving a 
sentence for drug dealing, 
dropped three wraps of 
cocaine on the ground while 


police were speaking to him 
on the evening of October 23 
last year. 

A pouch containing a 
further seven wraps was 
found when he was searched 
together with £175 in cash. 

More drugs including 
cocaine and herbal cannabis 
was found when his home at 
Exeter Road, Newmarket, was 
searched. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Hughes was released 
on bail pending further 
inquiries and when he 
returned to the police station 


to answer his bail he was 
found to be carrying a further 
£416 in cash which was 
seized. Forensic tests showed 
that the notes carried traces 
of cocaine. 

Hughes refused to answer 
any police questions but he 
later admitted to two offences 
of possession of cocaine and 
one of possession of cann¬ 
abis. 

He initially denied having 
cocaine with intent to supply 
but later changed his plea to 
admit the offence. 

The court was told that in 


August 2006, Hughes had 
been jailed for 30 months for 
possession of cocaine with 
intent to supply after being 
arrested in St Mary’s Square, 
Newmarket. 

Dominic Thomas, mitig¬ 
ating, said that despite his 
offending Hughes' parents 
were remaining supportive of 
him. He said Hughes was 
hoping to find a job when he 
was released from prison. 

Mr Thomas said: “He says 
that he has been dealing in 
this way to keep himself 
afloat.”

Two arrested after 
attack near pub 

TWO MEN have been arrested 
by police investigating an 
attack which left a young man 
with a "life threatening" injury 
to his neck. 

The 22-year-old was injured 
with an unknown weapon in the 
attack which happened in a 
service area off Wellington 
Street, Newmarket, near the 
Bushel pub. 

He underwent emergency 
surgery at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital but was allowed home 
after a day. 

Now police have confirmed that 
two men were arrested on 
suspicion of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

Both have been released on bail 
after questioning. 

One, a 23-year-old from Exning 
has been bailed to return to 
Bury St Edmunds police station 
on July 30. 

The other, a 24-year-old from 
Newmarket, is due to return to 
the same police station today. 
The attack happened at about 
1am on Sunday, June 7. 


Housing a ‘threat 


to home of racing’ 


PLANS to build 1,200 
new homes in New¬ 
market are being chall¬ 
enged by some of the 
leading businesses in¬ 
volved with the town’s 
horseracing industry. 

Planning consultants 
retained by Tattersalls, the 
racehorse auctioneers, have 
just completed a report into 
the proposals and have dis¬ 
missed the district council’s 
core strategy for the future 
development of the town. 

The consultants, Camb¬ 
ridge-based Barton Willmore, 
have said that the council’s 
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strategy is not based on 
“robust and credible evi¬ 
dence” and is therefore “un¬ 
sound”. 

The strategy had identified 
the Hatchfield Farm site, 
between Fordham Road and 
the A14, as a potential area 
for building the new homes. 

The consultants say there 
are smaller sites in the town 
where new homes can be 
built without a major 
greenfield development. 

The report supports racing 
industry leaders who have 


warned that the development 
would pose a threat to the 
town’s historic status as the 
home of horseracing. 

The report warns that the 
development at Hatchfield 
Farm, owned by racehorse 
owner Lord Derby, would 
have a “significant adverse 
impact on the horseracing 
industry and, in particular, on 
the racing stables and yards 
which use Fordham Road and 
Snailwell Road for access to 
the gallops”. 

It also says the extra traffic 
that would result from the 
development would under¬ 
mine the town’s racehorse 
breeding and training ind¬ 


ustries which require “a safe, 
quiet and secure environ¬ 
ment”. 

Edmond Mahony, Tatter¬ 
salls chairman, said: “We 
hope that the Barton Will- 
more report commissioned 
by Tattersalls will provide a 
helpful contribution to the 
ongoing debate surrounding 
the increasing urbanisation of 
Newmarket. 

“Tattersalls is only one 
business among many in 
Newmarket but we have been 
trading in the town for more 
than 150 years and our clients 
travel each year, from all 
corners of the globe, to a 
town they regard as the home 
of horseracing. 

“Newmarket is a unique 
town and if the Barton 
Willmore report helps to 
convince all concerned that 
we need to retain this status, 
it will have been worthwhile.” 

The report is being sent to 
the district council which is 
being urged to change the 
core strategy before it is 
submitted for government 
approval. 
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Sheikh in 
estate deal 

TOP racehorse owner and breeder 
Sheikh Mohammed has almost doubled 
the amount of land he owns near 
Newmarket. 

It has just been confirmed that his 
Darley Stud Management Company, the 
racehorse breeding arm of his 
international horseracing interests, has 
acquired Dalham Estates, which 
includes 3,500 acres of land and historic 
Dalham Hall. 

Although Darley has been based at 
Dalham Hall Stud since 1981, the actual 
hall and associated farm land has 
remained owned by a Philipps family 
trust. 

Now it has been confirmed that the 
land and property has been bought by 
Darley for an undisclosed sum. Darley 
already owns nearly 5,000 acres of land 
south of Newmarket. 

The Dalham estate dates from before 
the Norman Conquest and its previous 
owners have included Cecil Rhodes, 
founder of Rhodesia - now Zimbabwe. 

No details have been given of the 
company’s plans for the estate. But 
previous land acquisitions have seen 
former farmland converted into 
paddocks for racehorses and have 
involved building new facilities and 
houses for stud farm workers.

THE desperately-needed 
revamp of the A14 has been hit 
by yet another hold-up, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

The Highways Agency has 
failed to hit a deadline for 
publishing “draft orders” - 
documents spelling out the 
proposed route of the new road. 

It has also not yet issued an 
environmental statement, a 
detailed examination of the 
impact the road might have on 
Cambridgeshire’s landscape and 
wildlife habitats. 

Both reports were due to have 
been published by now, but the 
Transport Secretary, Lord Adonis, 
has admitted they will not be 
ready until the autumn. 

In a letter to A14 campaigner 
John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, the minister said: 
“The Agency had hoped to be in 
a position to publish draft orders 
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and the environmental statement 
for the scheme in spring 2009. 
However, further work is needed 
to ensure the assessment of 
future traffic flows is robust. 

“This is essential to ensure the 
environmental statement... is as 
accurate as possible. The further 
traffic work should be completed 
in time to enable the publication 
of draft orders and the 
environmental statement in 
autumn 2009.” 

The hold-up is the latest in a 
series of delays, with 
construction of the new road 
now scheduled to start in 2010- 
2011. 

Mr Bridge told the Weekly 
News: “Travelling along the A14 
between Ellington and Fen 
Ditton is, at best, unpredictable, 


and, at worst, downright 
miserable. The Highways Agency 
should be making the 
improvements a priority, not 
allowing the scheme to fall 
behind schedule before work has 
even really begun. 

“Aside from the apparent 
inability of the Highways Agency 
to manage the project 
satisfactorily, our main concern 
is the Department for Transport’s 
refusal to allocate definite 
funding until construction is 
ready to commence.” 

He said the improvements 
would benefit all who used the 
A14. “Those users are being failed 
locally, regionally and now 
nationally.” 

A Highways Agency 
spokesman said: “Carrying out 
this essential, additional traffic 
assessment now will not delay 
the planned start of work date, 
which is still 2010/11.”

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Woman may 
face costs 
for tribunal 


A WOMAN in her 80s may have to 
pay costs of thousands of pounds 
after an employment tribunal 
threw out claims she was 
continuing on behalf of her dead 
son. 

Betty Lloyd, of Glenacre Close, 
Cambridge, acted as client for claims for 
constructive unfair dismissal and other 
breaches of employment law following 
the death of her son, Andrew, who was a 
teacher at Bottisham Village College. 

Andrew Lloyd, of Riverside, Cambridge, 
died from cancer after starting the claims 
against Cambridgeshire County Council, 
the college, Kate Evans the college 
principal and governor Philip Hodgson. 

Now the tribunal, at Bury St Edmunds, 
has decided to “strike out” the claims on 
the grounds of “scandalous, unreas¬ 
onable and vexatious” behaviour by 
solicitor Paul Jackson, Andrew Lloyd’s 
cousin who presented the case on behalf 
of Mrs Lloyd. 

Mr Jackson is also facing a separate 
costs application which could run to 
more than £10,000. The amount of costs 
being sought from Mrs Lloyd has not 
been revealed. 

The tribunal is due to give a decision 
today on whether to award costs against 
Mrs Lloyd and Mr Jackson, of Blinco 
Grove, Cambridge. 

Employment Judge Jeremy Cole, giving 
the decision to “strike out” the claims

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said it was no longer possible for there to 
be a fair hearing. 

He said the revelation by Mr Jackson, in 
a complaint of bias against the tribunal, 
that there had been illegal recording of 
the proceedings and possible “bugging” 
of private conversations between the 
tribunal members had “fired an Exocet 
missile into the side” of the claims. 

He said the recordings, made by Diana 
Milne, a friend of Mrs Lloyd, were 
contempt of court and would be the 
subject of investigations involving the 
Attorney General, Director of Public 
Prosecution and the police. 

The tribunal panel earlier rejected an 
application by Mr Jackson for them to be 
replaced on grounds of bias and 
prejudice. 

Mr Jackson, who stood down as Mrs 
Lloyd’s representative, said he intended 
to appeal the tribunal’s decision and 
continue with his complaint against the 
panel. 

He said he had been the victim of a 
“witch hunt” and had been vilified during 
the hearings which started in January and 
resumed last week. 

Mr Lloyd, who died two years ago aged 
56, had been contesting his suspension 
from school after a second complaint of 
assault by a girl pupil.

Quango costs 
us millions 

I RESPOND to the news article 
Disciplinary hearing for planning 
row duo, Weekly News, June 4. 

I think it is very important that the 
public is made aware of certain 
facts relevant to this matter, and I 
have no doubt that such a defence 
will manifest itself during the 
adjudicating hearing by the 
Adjudication Panel. 

However, it concerns me as to the 
source of the information 
disclosed in the paper as there is 
an omission. It does not include a 
further complaint that I have had 
to deal with for over two years, of a 
complaint made by an officer of 
Forest Heath District Council 
against me, which is, apparently, 


to be heard during the same two- 
day period. 

I think it’s very important for the 
public to know that I shall be 
fiercely defending that complaint 
also, and I hope the public, and 
the Press, will have access to this 
so-called two-day hearing, which 
is not a legally-binding board. 

It is, indeed, one of those quangos 
that has been set up in the last 10 
years amongst many others, 
costing the taxpayers millions 
each year.

Residents 
vow to fight 
homes plan 


RESIDENTS opposing a housing 
development near their homes 
have vowed to continue their fight 
against the scheme - even though 
councillors have agreed to grant 
planning permission.

Now East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee has 
agreed that permission can be 
granted by David Archer, the 
executive director for development 
services, subject to the conclusion of 
a legal agreement with the

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developers Bellway Homes Essex. 

The agreement will require the 
company to include five homes for 
rent in the development of 21 
houses. It will also require the 
company to make payments for 
public open space in the village, extra 
school places and the “social 
infrastructure” of the village. 

Geoffrey Dabrowa, of Beck Road, 
who spoke against the scheme at the 
committee meeting on behalf of 
other residents, said: “We shall 
certainly fight on. It’s totally 
unacceptable. We’re not going to lay 
down and take it. 

“I have no objection to residential 
use of the land, but this is over¬ 
development. It’s cramped and there 
aren’t enough parking spaces.” 

Mr Dabrowa, 59, who has lived in 
Isleham for 34 years and in Beck 
Road for the past four years, said the 
scheme went against local planning 
policy, which should limit 
development in Isleham to a 
maximum of 15 homes on any single 
site.

THREE brothers have been 
cleared of attempted murder 
at a funeral in Newmarket. 

After a five-week trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court, a jury of 
five women and seven men 
took six hours to reach their 
verdict. 

Thomas, Robert and Sam 
Frankham were accused of 
attacking their former 
brother-in-law at the entrance 
to Newmarket cemetery on 
June 4 last year. 

They denied charges of 
attempted murder and 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm and 
were cleared of all charges in a 
unanimous verdict by the jury. 

The brothers, Thomas, 44, 
of Cranleigh, Surrey; Robert, 
45, of Watford, Hertfordshire; 
and Sam, 41, of Annan, 
Scotland, were arrested by 
police investigating the attack 
on Michael Willett, 38. 

Mr Willett, from Grantham, 
Lincolnshire, suffered a six- 
inch gash to his head where 
he was hit with a meat cleaver. 
He also had multiple skull 
fractures after being beaten 
with baseball bats or sticks. 

The court heard there had 
been “bad blood” between the 


Frankham and Willett families 
and they had not spoken to 
each other for 17 years. 

Members of both families 
were among around 100 
mourners from the gipsy 
community who were in 
Newmarket last June for the 
funeral of Sophie Penfold, 
who died aged 73. 

Thomas Frankham told the 
court he knew who attacked 
Mr Willett, but would not 
name the person, said to have 
been a teenager. 

He admitted that he had 
head-butted Mr Willett, but 
said he acted in self-defence. 
He said that Mr Willett had a 
gang of armed men waiting in 
Newmarket’s Waggon and 
Horses pub to “butcher” 
members of the Frankham 
family. 

Neither Robert Frankham, a 
former boxer who helped 
advise Hollywood star Brad 
Pitt on two film roles, nor Sam 
Frankham, entered the 
witness box to give evidence 
during the trial. 

Their barristers argued that 
the prosecution had not 
proved beyond doubt that 
they were involved in the 
attack.

“And he said that because of my 
appearance I was acting sus¬ 
piciously.”

She said: “It was disturbing. I 
felt my civil liberties were being 
interfered with.

A Surrey police spokesman said

“The person in question was 
politely spoken to and was in 
contact with a police officer for 
only a couple of minutes. 

“Following the conversation 
and explanation given, no police 
action was taken and they were 
given a record of the stop.”

Mildenhall 


THERE was sadness all round 
at the Mildenhall Parish 
Council’s ordinary meeting 
which followed the AGM, 
when Sgt Peter Ferrie of 
Suffolk Constabulary 
announced his impending 
departure from the town’s 
safer neighbourhood teams’ 
leadership. 

But this view was tempered 
with warm congratulations of 
the members on learning that 
this would be on his 
promotion to inspector rank, 
based at the Suffolk police 
headquarters, near Ipswich. 

And Mr Ferrie, working for 
the town ’til the end, will be 
putting in a formal request for 
financial assistance in a new 
‘shop radio’ scheme, to help 
eradicate shoplifting in the 
town. This request will be 
discussed later this month at 
the establishment and policy 
committee’s meeting. 

■ The newly-elected 
chairman of the Beck Row, 
Holywell Row and Kenny Hill 
parish council, Cllr Mrs Kay 
Sallis from Burnt Fen, was 
unanimously elected to 
another post by her 
neighbouring parish 
councillors in Mildenhall at 
their meeting. 

It is their duty to appoint 
members of the seven-strong 
Mildenhall Parish Charities 
group, whose trust document 
still takes in the area of the 
‘anciente parishe of 
Mildenhalle’, of which Mrs 
Sallis’s council was part until 
a few years ago. 

She was proposed for this 
office (for an initial three-year 
term) by Cllr John Barker, who 
outlined her close family and 
professional links with the 
area. Seconded by trustees 
chairman Gerald Taylor-Balls 
and several other members, 
Mrs Sallis was unanimously 
elected. 

She will take office in 
September, on the retirement 
of Cllr Nigel Roman, who has 
asked to be relieved of his 
post, since he has other 
duties to undertake within the 
Forest Heath District. 

■ Following requests for 
extra seating which were fully 
discussed in the general 
purposes committee meeting, 
members of Mildenhall Parish 
Council agreed to purchase 
seating which will assist older 
residents. 

Extra ‘perch seating’ will be 
installed in the bus shelter at 
College Heath Road at a cost 
of more than £1,000, while a 
special Wollaton seat will be 
placed adjacent to the taxi 
rank in Mildenhall town 
centre. 

This will provide seating for 
the less-nimble passengers, 
who often find taxis are 
snapped up by younger, 
quicker travellers. The district 
council has offered to pay 
over half of the £352 cost. 

■ The need for extra 
allotment areas in Mildenhall 
at this time may possibly have 
been exacerbated by the 
current financial crisis, as 
keen gardeners (and maybe 
the not so keen!) decide that 
they want to produce fresh 


produce for their families. 

Whatever the reason for 
this current need, Mildenhall 
Parish Council has now a long 
waiting list for its splendidly- 
productive plots at the 
Sheldrick Drive site, near 
Riverside Middle School. 

As a result, after a long 
committee discussion, council 
members have accepted a 
recommendation to halve two 
of the plots there, with the 
chairman of the Allotment 
Holders’ Association being 
asked as to which way the 
areas shall be sub-divided. 

At their West Row 
allotments, at The Gravel, it 
has been agreed that, to help 
solve ongoing boundary 
problems, silver birch trees 
will be carefully placed to 
provide a permanent mark, a 
move which will be carefully 
monitored. 

■ Nearly 50 members and 
friends of the Beck Row 
Thursday Club for senior 
citizens were blessed with 
remarkably good weather, 
rather against the original 
weather forecast for the day. 

Their visit was, in general 
terms, to the north Norfolk 
coast. Their tour took them 
firstly to Hunstanton, then 
after a three-hour stay there, 
on to Wells-next-the-Sea, 
before returning home - fairly 
tired, but happy - in glorious 
sunshine. 

The next meeting will be at 
home in Lamble Close 
Community Centre at Beck 
Row, where they will have as 
their speaker-visitor Mary 
Griffiths, from Newmarket. 

She will again be 
demonstrating the art of 
flower arranging, in which 
even the gentlemen members 
show keen interest. 

However, the summer 
season calls even on the 
home meetings, with the 
treasurer, Pat Barker, taking 
names for the June 28 trip to 
Skegness, a much-favoured 
location. 

Members have until the 
following Sunday to book a 
seat, before the ever- 
welcome visitors can ask to 
be taken aboard!

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Rachel’s been through it all — 
but she still makes her pointes 


B alanced on her 
ballet pointes, 
Rachel Dodds 
gives a little twirl for 
the camera - before 
dissolving into 
giggles. 

“See, I can still do it,” 
she laughs. “But I don’t 
think Darcey Bussell has 
got anything to worry 
about...” 

Rachel has been 
passionate about dancing 
since she was little. To see 
her now, whizzing round 
the back garden in her 
ballet shoes, it’s hard to 
believe she’s a 40-year-old 
mum-of-two, and still 
harder to believe that she’s 
battled hydrocephalus - 
water on the brain - all her 
life. 

The condition, 
diagnosed in her late 
teens, has caused Rachel 
all kinds of problems, from 
headaches and memory 
loss to a fear she might 
never have children. 

And, since she met and 
married husband 
Anthony, the couple have 
had many ups and downs: 
the highs include having 
two beautiful sons, and 
the lows include almost 
losing their eldest boy at 
birth - and Anthony’s 
diagnosis with cancer. 

“I always say that if I

nobody would believe it,” 
admits Rachel, with a 
laugh. “But I’m a cup half¬ 
full kind of person and 
always have been, I think. 

“Yes, there have been 
times when I felt angry. 
And, of course, I’ve shed 
some tears. But you have 
to pick yourself up, shake 
yourself off and get on 
with it. You just have to 
keep walking the path.” 

Rachel, who lives in 
Gazeley, first showed signs 
of hydrocephalus as a 
small child - though it 
wasn’t diagnosed until her 
late teens. “I had problems 
with my eyesight and my 
hearing and I always had a 
headache,” she says. “My 
mother took me 
backwards and forwards to 
the doctor, but they could 
never get to the bottom of 
it: I think they thought I 
was a peculiar child who 
didn’t want to go to school, 
to be honest.” 

Rachel’s main love was, 
of course, dancing. From a 
young age she threw 
herself into ballet, tap, 
modern - and showed a 
real talent for them all. 

But, much to her 
frustration, Rachel 
struggled to remember 
routines and, when 
turning in a circle, would 


find herself veering off in 
the opposite direction to 
her classmates. 

“I think my teacher 
thought I was a bit of a 
clown,” she admits. “In 
fact, I really was trying.” 

When Rachel’s school 
friends (and even her 
sister, 18 months younger) 
hit puberty, she realised 
something else was wrong: 
her body just wasn’t 
developing. “I had no 
chest, no periods, 
nothing,” she explains. “I 
felt like I was being left 
behind...” 

By that stage, aged 
about 14, Rachel’s 
headaches had become 
steadily more and more 
serious. “They were very 
bad in the morning, so bad 
I used to throw up,” she 
says. “But I’d been to the 
doctor so many times; 
after a certain amount of 
time I came to accept it, I 
suppose.” 

At 16, doctors decided to 
give her a course of 
hormones, designed to 
kick-start her system. 

“On the fifth or sixth day 
I was supposed to bleed,” 
explains Rachel. “But I 
didn’t. I was so cheesed off! 
I never wanted to go back 
to the doctor again. I just 
wanted to be left alone.” 


With her boyish figure, 
Rachel admits feeling 
envious of her friends’ 
curves. “I thought ‘Maybe I 
need to be thinner? Being 
thin could be my thing’,” 
she explains. “I think it had 
something to do with 
being in control too: apart 
from what I ate, my whole 
life felt like it was out of my 
control. 

“It got pretty bad. I’m 5ft 
Sl^ins and I went from 
about nine and a half 
stone to just under six. And 
that’s when, finally, 
everyone sat up and took 
notice. Whether it was a 
conscious thing or not, it 
was a cry for help.” 

Reluctant to return to 
the doctor, Rachel says 
“reality kicked in” and she 
started to eat normally 
again. But in the wake of 
her extreme diet, weight 
piled on. Feeling self- 
conscious, Rachel says she 
even felt awkward on the 
dance floor; when teachers 
suggested she apply for 
dance college, on leaving 
school, she refused. 

Then, out of the blue, 
she lost all feeling in one 
side of her face. Suspecting 
a problem with her teeth, 
she went to the dentist. 

“He said ‘I hope you don’t 
mind, but I’ve been having 


a look through your 
medical notes. Do you get 
headaches?’. Of course, I 
said ‘God, yes!’ ” 

A head X-ray showed a 
swelling in Rachel’s brain - 
indicative of 
hydrocephalus. “I don’t 
remember the moment 
they told me,” she admits. 
“I think I’ve blanked that 
out. But in a funny way I 
remember feeling relieved: 
it was like ‘Thank you! I 
wasn’t making it up’.” 

In 1988, aged 20, Rachel 
had brain surgery to fit a 
cranial shunt, allowing 
fluid to drain out of her 
head. A matter of days 
after the operation, Rachel 
had her first period. The 
fluid build-up in her brain 
had, it transpired, been 
putting pressure on her 
pituitary gland, 
suppressing her hormone 
levels. 

“Although they knew I 
was ovulating normally, 
they said they didn’t know 
how much damage had 
been done,” adds Rachel. 
“And they had no idea 
whether I could have 
children.” 

After the operation 
Rachel was given a new 
lease of life: she finished 
with her boyfriend, took a 
secretarial course and

started work at a building 
society where a colleague 
set her up on a blind date - 
with Anthony. 

Falling in love, the 
couple married in 1992. 
And then, two years later, 
Rachel fell pregnant. “I had 
what I thought were the 
symptoms of shunt 
failure,” she says. “When 
the doctor said ‘You’re 
pregnant’ I didn’t believe 
it... It was a miracle really.” 

Still dancing at every 
opportunity, Rachel was 
playing Prince Charming 
in a show at the time. 
“They had to let my 
costume out almost daily,” 
she laughs. “I don’t think 
the audience were 
expecting a pregnant 
Prince Charming.” 

But, the moment 
Edward was born, Rachel’s 
elation turned to terror: 
weighing little over 5lbs, he 
was blue and foaming at 
the mouth. Tests showed 
he had a series of birth 
defects, collectively known 
as Vacterl Syndrome. 

Teddy, as he is now known, 
was rushed in for 
emergency surgery to 
reconnect his oesophagus 
with his digestive system: 
when he was born, it ran 
straight into his lungs. As 
well as having bowel 
problems, he only had one 
kidney. 

“We nearly lost him,” 
remembers Rachel, with a 
shudder. “He developed 
pneumonia and it was 
touch and go. But he’s 
tough: he’s now 14 and he’s 
had more operations than 
years in his life.” 

Edward began to thrive 
and, by the time his little 
brother Charlie was 
conceived, the Dodds’ life 
was on a pretty even keel. 
But Rachel’s second 
pregnancy proved a 
nightmare: her shunt 
failed, she collapsed and 
ended up in a coma for 
almost a week. She then 
had to have two further 
operations, to revise the 
shunt. 

Charlie, now 12, 
bounced into the world at 
almost 81bs, a happy and 
healthy baby. Once Rachel 
had recovered from 
surgery, life again returned 
to normal. 

And then, five years ago, 
Anthony was diagnosed 
with testicular cancer - 
requiring surgery and 


chemo. “Like I said,” adds 
Rachel, “you just have to 
keep walking that path.” 

Anthony, who works at 
Cambridge Airport, made 
a good recovery. But, in the 
September of 2006, the 
Dodds noticed Edward’s 
back was looking a bit 
skinny and his heart felt 
like it was racing. Doctors 
found that his blood 
pressure was sky high - 
and his heart and kidney 
were failing. 

Whisked to Great 
Ormond Street, Ted was 
given emergency dialysis, 
heart surgery (to insert a 
mechanical valve) and put 
on the waiting list for a 
donor kidney. Ironically, 
Anthony was a perfect 
tissue match for his son 
but, so soon after cancer 
treatment, he was not 
allowed to donate. 

“The staff at Great 
Ormond Street saved Ted’s 
life, it’s as simple as that,” 
adds Rachel, who says his 
seven-hour heart op was 
“the longest seven hours of 
my life”. Ted received a 
donor kidney in January 
last year, from a man who 
died in a motorbike crash. 
“You can’t just stump up 
and say ‘Ta’,” continues 
Rachel. “But we can’t thank 
that man’s family enough.” 

Returning to school at 
the earliest opportunity, 
Ted is, Rachel says, very 


determined and outgoing 
- a “born performer like 
his mother”. “And this 
family wouldn’t function 
without Charlie. He never, 
ever moans or complains.” 

To mark their joint 40th 
birthday, Rachel and 
Anthony held a huge party 
at Newmarket’s Catholic 
Church. Instead of 
presents, they asked for 
donations for Great 
Ormond Street - and held 
an auction in aid of the 
hospital too. To date, they 
have raised around £5,000. 

Ted has just been asked 
to speak at a fundraiser for 
The TickTock Club, hosted 
by Gary Lineker; the club is 
raising money for kidney, 
heart and lung treatment 
at Great Ormond Street. 

The whole family are, 
adds Rachel, living life to 
the full; throughout 
everything, she has 
continued to dance (and, 
as she’s proved, can still 
pirouette in her ballet 
pointes). 

“If I’ve learned anything 
it’s that you have to keep 
looking forward and never 
give up,” says Rachel. “I 
guess that’s where the cup 
half-full thing comes from. 
You have to look on the 
bright side, don’t you?”

Crash driver’s 
cocaine binge 


A RECOVERING heroin 
addict who got behind the 
wheel despite being “barely 
able to stand” has been 
banned from driving for two 
years. 

Melanie Nunn, 32, crashed 
into the back of a lorry on the 
A14 near Swaffham Bulbeck on 
November 20 last year after 
binging on cocaine. 

The mother of one then tried 
to blame the accident on her 
boyfriend, who she told the 
lorry driver had fled the scene. 

But she later told police the 
truth and that it was her who 
was driving her Citroen Saxo 
while under the influence of 
drugs. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Brian fohnson was 
driving his artic lorry at around 
4am along the A14 when he 
heard a loud bang and felt 
being shoved forward. 

“A man called Trevor Terry, 
who was also driving a lorry but 
behind Mr fohnson saw Miss 
Nunn driving at high speed 
ahead, which is when she 
collided into the back of Mr 
fohnson’s lorry. 

“Mr fohnson got out and

Miss Nunn pleaded with him 
not to tell the police. 

“She said her boyfriend had 
been driving and then fled, 
before asking Mr fohnson for a 
lift away from the scene.” 

But Mr fohnson insisted an 
ambulance was called and Miss 
Nunn was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Miss Mardell added: “PC 
Allen spoke to Miss Nunn at the 
hospital and noticed that her 
pupils were dilating. 

“She was also barely able to 
stand and had extremely poor 
co-ordination.” 

Blood tests later showed that 
the 32-year-old had taken large 
amounts of cocaine before 
getting behind the wheel. 

Nunn, of West Row, near 
Mildenhall, pleaded guilty to 
driving whilst unfit through 
drugs and driving without due 
care and attention, when she 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday. 

But Guy Holland, mitigating, 
said his client had never 


intended to drive on the night 
the accident occurred. 

He said: “She had had an 
argument with her boyfriend, 
so had no other way of getting 
home. 

“This is my client’s first 
driving offence on her record, 
although it is fair to say she has 
a long history of drugs-related 
convictions. 

“Miss Nunn is now heroin 
free, but when people try to get 
off one drug, they do tend to 
use others instead. 

“She has been in counselling 
for substance abuse since she 
was 13-years-old. 

“With a supportive family 
behind her, she is now trying to 
get her life back on track, for 
both hers’ and her daughter’s 
sake, and has been clean of 
heroin for three years now.” 

Magistrates disqualified 
Nunn from driving for a total of 
24 months. 

She was also placed on an 
18-month supervision order, 
ordered to complete an 
offender substance abuse 
programme and to pay £60 
court costs.

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GARDENING 


Fill the garden with 
some heaven scent 


P lanting some highly- 
fragrant nemesia in 
pots on my patio 
recently made me start 
thinking about the 
importance of scent to a 
garden. 

You can have wonderful 
aromas on your patio, or further 
up the garden the smell of 
deliciously-perfumed shrubs can 
fill the air. 

If you only have room for one 
large scented plant at the back of 
your border, make it a mock 
orange (philadelphus), whose 
white flowers appear in 
profusion in June and July and 
whose rich orange-blossom 
fragrance can be enjoyed from a 
good distance away in the warm 
summer evenings. 

It grows to around six feet (J.8 
metres), although dwarf and 
taller varieties are available. It is 
easy to grow almost anywhere - 
in poor soil, salt-laden air or 
other inhospitable environments 
- but for the best results give it a 
sunny spot. 

Of course, the obvious 
suspects to include in your 
scented scheme are 
honeysuckles and lilies, which 
will have a more intoxicating 
fragrance grown within an 
arbour or sheltered patio than in 
windy, exposed sites. Roses, too, 
provide a heady perfume. 

Position fragrant blooms 
where they will be most 
appreciated. Visitors can brush 
against low hedges of lavender 
on a garden path, and pots of 
fragrant annuals such as the

trailing Surfinia ‘Blue Vein’ can 
be mounted on walls at sniffing 
height, while night-scented 
stocks and nicotiana planted 
below a window will create a 
wonderful scent indoors on 
summer evenings. 

Dianthus, a genus which 
incorporates pinks, border 
carnations and sweet Williams, 
can also add the exotic aroma of 
cloves, while border phlox (Phlox 
paniculata) flowers from mid¬ 
summer to autumn and 
generates a delicious perfume. 

Many herbs are also 
wonderfully aromatic as well as 
decorative. Thyme can trail over 
walls in rockeries or scree beds, 
rosemary has fantastic silver- 
grey, needle-like leaves and sage, 
basil and mint also add their 
own scent. 

Conifers can also provide 
scent as well as height and year- 
round interest. 

Cupressus Goldcrest Wilma, 
an evergreen conifer with bright 
green, lemon-scented foliage, is 
often bought small to add height 
and foliage contrast to both 
summer and winter pots, 
although if planted out its 
eventual height will be six feet. 


Each year I plant wigwams of 
sweet peas both in my borders 
and in patio pots, which will give 
me fabulous colour and scent 
throughout the summer. You 
need to cut them regularly to 
produce more flowers 
throughout the season, so it’s a 
double whammy as the smell of 
bunches of colourful sweet-peas 
permeates through the house as 
well. 

Many aromatic plants require 
full sun and can tolerate drought 
conditions, such as scented 
geraniums, whose leaves emit an 
enticing aroma. Mediterranean 
plants often like well-drained, 
gritty soil and a sunny aspect, so 
if you have heavy soil you may be 
better off raising the planting 
area to improve drainage and 
also bring the plants with their 
flowers and foliage closer to the 
nose. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Campanula 

They come in all sizes, from 
the delicate harebell to the 
massive chimney bellflower 
which tops seven feet (2. J 
metres), so there is a place for the 
campanula in every garden. 
Combining well with other 
cottage garden favourites such as 
white lilies and red peonies, they 
also make good companions for 
shrub roses with pink or cream 
flowers. Border campanulas, in 
hues of blue, white or pink, thrive 
in sun or partial shade and some 
will flower for weeks on end, such 
as C lactiflora ‘Prichard’s Variety’. 
In fact, Gardening Which? trials 
found that C lactiflora and many 
of its varieties have large trusses 
of flowers lasting two to three 
months over the summer. Many 
of the taller varieties need 
staking. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Coriander 

If you like Indian or Thai food 
then you’ll know how important 
coriander leaves are to add a 
cooling flavour and vivid green 
colour when garnishing dishes. It 
also works particularly well in 
home-made salsas and in some 
Middle-Eastern dishes. It’s also 
used as a spice, producing hard, 
peppercorn-sized seeds which 
are ground and added to Indian 
food. If you want both leaves and 
seeds, buy separate varieties 
named for either leaf or seed 
production. Despite its exotic 
flavour, it is hardy and can be 
sown directly into the soil in May. 
Pick a sunny or partially-shaded 
spot for leaves and full sun for 
seeds, and sow little and often. 

Start cutting leaf coriander as 
soon as the leaves are big enough 
to use. Leave the plants for seed 
production to send up 2ft (60cm) 
flower stalks and delicate, small 
white flowers in summer. By the 
end of summer, the seeds will be 
developing. When they have 
turned a buff colour, cut the 
stems and hang them upside 
down in a warm, airy place and 
tie paper bags over the flower 
heads to catch any seeds that 
drop.

RACING: BREEDERS' CUP STILL THE AIM FOR GODOLPHIN'S HIGHLY-RATED ASCOT FLOP 



ROYAL ASCOT got off to a 
miserable start for the Godolphin 
team with the surprise flop of 
Gladiatorus in the opening race 
of the festival, the Queen Anne 
Stakes. 

Officially the highest-rated horse 
in the world, the colt - formerly 
trained by Mubarak bin Shafya 
before his switch to the 
Newmarket-based boys in blue - 
was backed down to 9-4 favourite. 

And that looked well justified 
when Gladiatorus set off like a 
bullet in the mile contest, opening a 
healthy lead with jockey Ahmed 
Ajtebi keeping tabs on the 
opposition as he tried to recreate 
the front-running tactics which 
served him so well in March’s Dubai

However, he was a spent force by 
the two-furlong pole as Paco Boy - 
well adrift of Gladiatorus in Dubai 
and with doubts over his ability to 
stay the trip - sped past on the way 
to a length-and-a-half victory over 
HQ challengers Cesare and Aqlaam. 

The watching Sheikh Moham¬ 
med must have been crestfallen by 
the 20-length defeat as Gladiatoms 
trailed in sixth, Ajtebi reflecting: “He 
was not half the horse he was in 
Dubai - he seemed a different 
horse.” 

However, Godolphin will still aim 


the four year old at the Breeders 
Cup and racing manager Simon 
Crisford said: “The key to this horse 
is rhythm and he just never got into 
one today. 

“We've got six months to get him 
back into that rhythm, and his 
target is the Breeders’ Cup.” 

Godolphin’s woes were 
compounded as Alexandros was 
eased home eighth of nine, jockey 
Frankie Dettori reporting:: “He did 
not feel JOOper cent right going to 
post and in the latter stages it 
seemed that something was 
pinching him.” 

It was left to Cesare, who had a 
dream mn up the inside rail on his 
seasonal reappearance, to run Paco 
Boy closest. 


Trainer James Fanshawe said: “He 
had a foot problem towards the end 
of last year and then he did a splint 
back in March. 

“Horses like him are few and far 
between as he’s had his problems 
and has always come back. 

“I would imagine he will come 
back for the Summer Mile.” 

Aqlaam, half a length away in 
third, left William Haggas equally 
pleased as the colt has had his own 
injury troubles. 

The trainer said: “When they have 
an injury as he did, it’s very difficult 
to get them back, and I did think 
after his first mn of the year that we 
were in trouble. 

“Let’s hope he can carry on the 
improvement.”

LUCA Cumani was left to ponder his options 
as Fantasia was left well in arrears by new 
French superstar, Stacelita, in the Prix de 
Diane (French Oaks) at Chantilly. 

The Newmarket trainer had hoped the step

“The Palace House was a bit sharp 
for him,” said Haggas. “ Then he 
ran a great race in the Duke Of 
York, I was thrilled to bits with that 
and he probably came out of that 
as the best horse. 

“He does need fast ground. Also 
I’m in a bit of a dilemma as to 
whether to put a visor on him as he 
improved for it last year when he 
won the Diadem, but his manner 
and attitude this year is totally 



different. I’m not convinced he 
needs it and he might even run a 
bit too free for him with it on, so 
that is a little bit of a conundrum.” 
However, War Artist will not be 
having a second crack at the race. 
Last year’s runner-up, not seen 
since finishing third in the July Cup 
because of colic surgery in 
February, is likely to make his 


belated comeback in the 
Chipchase Stakes at Newcastle the 
following week. 

His trainer, Newmarket-based 
James Eustace, said: “It’s nearly a 
year since he ran and the Golden 
Jubilee is looking like the race of 
the week at Ascot.
